Named in honor »f Dr
Martin Luther King Jr., this
hospital is being built to
serve the health needs of
347,000 citizens

When completed in 1970
it will be one of the finest
hospitals in the world—sec
ond to none in providing the
most advanced techniques
and equipment to protect
and save haman life
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FOR THE past three years
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I have worked hard to make
this hospital a reality. It
has faced many obstacles,
but they have been over
come through cooperation
from all segments of Los
Angeles County

It is my hope the men
and women to operate this

hospital, the doctors, nurs
es. attendants. staff at all
levels, will be drawn from

the community which it will
serve

We are working closely
with the federal and state
governments to provide
training programs in this
arca, where unemployment
and poverty have always
been serious problems
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ALSO, 1 have demanded

citizens of all races and
creeds be hired by the con-
tractors and the unions
working on the $235 mil-
lion project

Able craftsmen are being
put to work. The unskilled
are being trained

Since work started June
13, an average of 481 per
cent of the work force on
the hospital has been Cav
casion. 40.4 per cent Negro,
11 per cent Spanish-Ameri
can. and about 1 per cent
Oriental

THE PRIME contractor on
the job, the Robert McKee
Co., has a work force con-
sisting of 53.7 per cent Ne-
gro, 365 per cent Cauca-

sian, and 9.8 per cent Span
ish-American.

Subcontractors on the job
have also cooperated in hir-
ing men on the basis of
ability, not race

The same is true of the
several labor unions repre-
sented on the job.

Thus. the King Hospital
project is already curing
one of the great ills of our
nation - discrimination in
emplovment — before it re-
ceives its first patient
